THE NOMINATION Of GARFIELD. 
The Domination of James A. Garfield for 
President is a happy ir?ue out of all the 
difficulties which surrounded the situation 
in the Republican National Convention at 
Chicago. It was apparent several days ago, 
aa stated by the Gazette, that neither Gen­ 
eral Grant nor Senator Blaine could be 
nominate!. There was a determination 
on the part o! the managers and Iriends ot 
each of these candidates, not to yield an 
inch of ground to the other. Through all 
the ballots Grant's friends stuck to him with 
remarkable perteaacity.

C hicago, June 8 —The thirty-third bal­ 
lot brought a change. Georgia, which had 
been voting seven each for Grant and 
Blaine, and eight for Sherman, voted eight 
for Grant, nine for Blaine and five for 
Sherman. The Waahburnemen in Illinois 
returned to him. 
Wisconsin, on the other 
hand, finding it had overdone the thing in 
W ashburn’* behalf, drew out two and 
gave them back to Blaine. 
The thlrty-lonrth ballot brought a furth- 
er appreciable change. Grant giined one 
each in Alabama, Tennessee and one in 
Wisconsin. The last named State made a 
bold break far Garfield, giving him sixteen. 
The Garfield boom wa9 being very busily 
pushed on the floor of the Convention 
at

An 
effort had been made a moment before to 
break the Mississippi delegation in his be* 
halt. Ohio simply spread ifself all over 
the floor, and was exceedingly busy until 
the announcement was made. 
Garfield mounted a chair while the cheer­ 
ing was still high. Batter worth tried un- 
saccenfully to get him down again. 
Ile 
protested against the use of his name. The 
chair ruled him out ot order, and the next 
ballot went on. 
On the thirty-fifth ballot Grant got one 
each from Miunewota and Pennsylvania. 
Garfield got 27 from Indiana, 4 in Mary­ 
land, I in Minnesota, and IG in W iscoQSin.

Col. Hicks 
named Judge Thomas Settle, of Florida, 
The nomination was seconded by Mr 
Harris, a colored orator from North Caro­ 
lina, in a speech ut mach vigor. 
Congressman Ginger, of Michigan, rose 
to state that he had been instructed by a 
resolution of the State convention to pre­ 
sent the name of Sedator Ferry but that he 
had received a letter Irom the senator de­ 
clining to go before the convention. 
Gen. Bouk, chairman ot the Tennessee 
delegation advanced the name of Horace 
Maynard, and passed a glowing eulogy 
upon him. 
Arkansas seconded the mo­ 
tion. 
New lo rk had a candidate, 


GEN. CII ESTER A. ARTHUR, 
whose claims were ably championed by 
Gen. Stewart L. Woodford and by Denni­ 
son of Ohio. The speech relating to Mc­ 
Arthur were neat and effective, neither too 
long nor too slur;, nor too fall of honey to 
go down with a relish. 
Gen. Kilpatrick, with his customary 
vehemence of oratorical effort, aho sec­ 
onded the nomination. 
He was followed by Emery A. Storrs, of 
Illinois, who .also seconded the nomina­ 
tion. and paid an eloquent tribute to the 
character of General Arthur. Mississippi, 
Maryland and Missouri tell Into line. Mr. 
Lynch, of Mississippi, a colored brother, 
spoke ot Senator Bruce as being very good 
timber, but on the whole he would prefer 
the New York Soldier as being more 
available. Mr. Filley spoko for Missouri, 
aud cordially pledged the support of Mis­ 
souri Republicans lo General Arthur. 
Chamberlain, of Texes, presented the 
name of ex'Governor Edmund K. Davis. 
Colonel Hicks, of Florida, at this point 
erected himself upon his chair ag do, this 
time to withdraw the name of Judge Bet­ 
tie. Mr Harris, who had seconded flettle’s 
nomination, joined Colonel Hicks,and,like 
him, seconded the nomination of Ches­ 
ter A. Arthur, and pledged fifteen thou­ 
sand Republican majority in North Caro­ 
lina for Garfield and Arthur in November. 
Campbell, of West Virginia, came ap 
smiling once more, with a ret-hot speech 
for \Va<*liburne 
He WPS greatly exercised 
lest the convention was about to do a rash 
thing in the uomlhation of General Arthur, 
aud bluntly itself before the country.

On motion of a Missouri delegate the 
Convention then adj turned without delay, 
but not uutil the cualrman had returned 
his grateful acknowledgements to the Con­ 
vention for the forbearance it had shown 
throughout the sessions and for the m an­ 
ner in which it had sustained him lrom the 
beginning to the end. 
Aud then the hall was slowly cleared, 
and tuus terminated one of the most nota­ 
ble National Conventions ever held by the 
Republican party.

The 
Lighthouse Squadron acted as escort, and 
the streets along the line of march were 
densely thronged, and the loud and con­ 
tinued applause which greeted the General 
showed that he has yet a firm hold on the 
hearts ot the people. 
The late arrival of General Grant has 
delayed the grand procession until to­ 
morrow. It rained a good share of the 
forenoon which materially interfered with 
the programme at Camp Reunion. 
The camp ground is very wet, which 
makes the acwmmodations for the soldiers 
very unpleasant in some respects. 
Colonel Britton received quite an ovation 
yesterday, having been met at the depot 
by one hundred of the old members of the 
Eighth Wisconsin, a band of muffle and 
the war. eagle. 


is that of the Executive Committee where 
will be found Colonel Pier and Captain 
Kasson, of the Committee. 


CRACK COMPANIES. 
Yesterday afternoon at three o’clock two 
companies of militia In uniform, headed by 
Clauder’s band, entered the camp under 
the grand arch. 
The Mauston Light Guards, fifty strong, 
followed the baud with arm* at a “right 
shoulder shift.” Their uniform is a very 
tasty, showy one of blue, with wide white 
trimmings, and the men act as though they 
meant business for the competitive drill of 
Thursday. 
Following the Mauston boys come the 
Sherman Guard of Hallsville. This com­ 
pany’s uniform is blue with red trimmings, 
aud while it is not so showy as the one 
above mentioned, it is very handsome, and 
the men numbering sixty one are of large 
size. They carried their arms at a “shoul­ 
der” when entering the grounds and then 
came to a “right shoulder shift.” 
Halting in the north division of the east 
side of the camp the Maustons “stacked” 
arms and the Shermans “grounded” arms, 
while quarters were being picked oat for 
them. 
The Shermans were assigned to tents al­ 
ready up, while tho Maustons. who had 
brought their camp equipage, went to 
work at the business of pitching their 
tents, and so industriously occupied them 
selves until night. 
The Guppy Guards, Captain Wormer, of 
Portage, also reported at camp late last 
evening, and were assigned to quarters on 
the north-east side of the camp. The 
“Guppy*” are a fine looking set of men, 
quick in their movements and their uni­ 
form oi grey gives them a very neat ap­ 
pearance. This company numbers 56. 
The I nlty Guard reported this morning 
aud are now luxuriating i i the play of 
camp life. The Unity boys will make a 
hard fight for the first place in the compe­ 
tition of Thursday. Tnelr uniform is blue 
with narrow black trimmings.

WILLIAMS AT GETTYSBUEG. 


T he TO ratlon of H on C has. t* 
W U 
llame, Delivered at G etty sb u rg , on 
Decoration D ay.; 
Hon. OhariesG. Williams,of Wisconsin, 
the orator ol tue day, was then introduceo 
and delivered un eloquent address, which 
was frequently applauded and ai the dost 
was greeted with marked manilt s’ations ol 
approval. 
We have the pleasure of pre­ 
senting to the readers of the tSur and Cen­ 
tinel, a verbatim report of the address. 


TUE ORATION. 
Mr. Ch ii mum, Soldier 8 and Citizens: 
We aland on me ii "Hone ground of Get - 
tysburg ! 
Few places on earth po .seal a more en­ 
during interest. Here a nation’s life wa- 
rescued, and here l’s defenders lie buried ! 
Here the soldiers of the republic, boih the 
living and the dead, won unpen suable re ­ 
nown, and here the words of Abraham 
Lincoln linger in Immortal memory. 
Though mesa ceremonies are of annual 
recurrence, the things they commemorate 
can never grow old. These rt^ks and 
gorges, these groves aud fields, tell a story 
as fresh and vivid now, as when seventeen 
years ago the thunders of war broke over 
this peaceful village. It is the dead rather 
than the living wno speak here t /-day 
Deeds, not words, hold the thoagtt of th t 
hoar. These silent graves plead with a 
pattie a which human tongue may never 
mester. 
It is most befitting, with the return of 
the seasons, and when spring is jast merg­ 
ing into summer, that we come aga: J lo 
pay tim annual tribute ; for I * .ke it, that

Y es! it is well, in the midst of this fra­ 
grance and blc >m, and in the light of awak­ 
ened affection thai we come again to re­ 
new our devotion to the d a i and to read 
once more the lesson ,which their example 
has taught u?. Its external facts can Dover 
escape us here. They rise bmore us unbid­ 
den. 
We gee again where Buford fought 
and where lieynolds fell. Aud that til t 
volley, fired by Pennsylvania sons in d e ­ 
fence of Pennsylvania soil, rings out a? 
sharp and clear to day as 
w u e u tre a so n 
belched its fires upon this liberty lo v in g 
Slate. 
Hor w:L P e n n s y lv a n ia n s e v e r for­ 
get how quickly the guns oi

Michigan aud Indiana caught up the cnoru- 
and bent it echoing tnrougu these hills. 
Again, the devoted Firs; and Eleventh 
Corps move over these ridges to conlront 
the whole rebel army.

in this spirit and to this end, would to 
God that thefljwers, which, like the dews 
of heaven descend upon our country to ­ 
day, might bury beneath them the last 
vestige of aecuonal hatred and ill will.
